Primary Campaign Picture Reflecting A Bitter Fight

Based on the way the political picture is shaping up, the 
_campaign for the May 8th primary election, promises to be 
both exciting and vicious. 

While the picture may tend to be biurred at this time, it 
will come into sharp focus right after the deadline for filing 
nominating petitions on Feb. 7 

Both Republicans and Democrats have already endorsed a 
slate of candidates for offices to be filled at City Hall next 
November. 

At the primary election, voters will nominate six 
candidates for City Council, two for City Attorney and City 
Auditor, along with a dozen candidates for Municipal Court. 

For City Council, the Democratic Central Committee has 
endorsed John H. Rosemond, M.O. Portman, both 
incumbents, and the recently appointed Charles Mentel. As 
in the past these three are running as a team. But evenso, 
they will have the.son of former Mayor M.E. Sensenbrenner, 
who is playing the role as the joker in the political deck. 

Richard (Dick) Sensenbrenner, denied party endorsement, 
is running with substantial backing of organized labor, and 
with the popularity of his oid man, he is virtually certain to be 
a most formidable contender. 

Since the Council race is non-partisan, by charter that is, 
the six high scores will take the nominations. This means 
that the six nominees could be either Democrat -or 
Republican. However, this cannot be the case this year, for, 
as of this week, only three Republicans are in the Council 
sweepstake.

Although he made a lot of enemies in his own party while 
serving as the Executive assistant to his old man during most 
of his eight years as Mayor, out of respect for his dad, many 
of those so-called enemies will most likely give both moral 
and financial support to young Sensenbrenner.

Hugh Dorrian, Democratic incumbent, City Auditor, is the 
party's choice for reelection. Republicans picked |. Charles 
(Dusty) Rhoads, attorney and public accountant. as their city 
auditor candidate. 

Republicans also endorsed the six Republican incumbent

John Paimer, Capital 
University law professor who 
directs the program, said one 
of the “real pluses of the 
program” is that it avoids a 
criminal record for those 
against whom a complaint is 
made. 

“Otten,"’ he said, “a person 
can be programmed out of 
the job market and put on the 
junk heap because he has an 
arrest record."’ Cases settled 
through this program involve 
no criminal records. 

Most of. the cases which 
come into the Night 
Prosecutor offices are private 
disputes. A person goes to 
the police station to file a 
charge and is referred to the 
program. A hearing is 


scheduled at the con- 
venience of both parties 
in the dispute. 


Hearings are conducted by 
one of four law professors or 
one of 30 law students from 
Capital. University Law 
School who come in once a 
week to cover the program. 

The format, unlike a court 
case, is informal. The parties 
involved meet privately with 
the hearing officer and each 
gives his side of the dispute: 
There may be some Shouting 
and recriminating .as. the 
disucssion proceeds, but 
those involved in the program 
feel this can be helpful in 
bringing out the real sources 
of friction and resolving the

Nangle joined the program 
when it began and has 
gained invaluable experience 
by. working there. 
. Experience for law students 
is oneof the side benefits of 
the program. A law professor 
is always on hand for 
consultation and, when 
things are slow, students 
have the opportunity to ride 
with police officers and visit 
the—-workhouse._T he 
workhouse visit is-important, 
said Palmer, because it helps 
students to know what 
happens to a person who is 
arrested before he authorizes 
an arrest. 

The program began as a 
volunteer program but is now 
funded for a year's operation 
with. $60,000 from _ the 
Columbus-Franklin County 
Criminal Justice Co- 
ordinating Council. Funds 
are allotted for three hearing 
officers, one supervisor and a 
clerk who is on duty 24 hours 
@ day, seven days a week; to 
schedule hearings. 

Cost to the city is about 
$20,000 per year. However, 
every case that avoids court. 
saves the public at least $200, 
estimated minimum cost of a 
criminal action. Out of 396 
hearings held over a 1 1/2 
month period, only four 
criminal affidavits were filed. 

The program recently 
received national attention 
from the National Council on 
Crime and Delinquency, 
whose newsletter co m- 
mented. “Rarely has (the 
newsletter) come across a 
criminal justice project that 
80 well combines the goals of 
fostering social. justice and 
system improvement.” 

One of the frustrations with 
the program, Palmer said, is 
that there is so little they can 
do when people come in with 
deep-seated problems. He 
hopes to work more with 
community agencies, but the 
diversity of the. problems 
which come in makes it 
difficult, to do more than 
referral. 

in-one, fairly busy evening, 
there were 25 cases heard, 20 
people- .came._in..with 
complaints scheduled for the 
following week and there 
were 30 phone calls. At many 
times, four cases were being 
heard at one time. 

Cases ranged froma 
church group who felt that 
their minister was about to

months, 

A tairly simple case 
involved a woman who had 
charged a man with 
menacing threats. As both 
sides were given it became 
* apparent that the woman was 

also to blame in the dispute 
because she had parked 
illegally in the man’s parking 
space, blocking his store's 
delivery entrance. 

After both had a chance to 
vent their anger the man 
agreed not to bother her if 
she would agree not to block 
his store entrance. She 
agreed and dropped her 


charge. 
Other cases that same 
evening were more 


complicated and some were 
related to much more serious 
charges against one of the 
individuals. But Palmer 
believes ‘that every case is 
very serious since any-charge 
of menacing threats or 
harassment could potentially 
be a criminal case. He 
explained that even first 
degree murder can and often 
does result over a matter that 
may, on the surface, seem 
trivial

The program attempts to 
avoid unnecessary hardships 
by scheduling hearings 
evenings and Saturday 
mornings so that parties will 


-not need to miss work to 


attend. It also avoids the $10 
deposit which is required 
when a criminal affidavit is 
filed..Palmer is hopeful that 
evenutally the program can 
expand to “sub-stations” in 
other areas of the city so that 
people can get there more 
easily: 

Although there is muchthe 
program cannot do, Paimer 
believes it has accomplished 
something if it can keep 
some problems from flaring 
up and prevent arrest records 
where possible. One of the 
keys to non-criminal activity, 
he pointed out; is meaningful 
employment. All we can do, 
he said, is prevent people 
from being further prejudiced 
against meaningful em- 
ployment by gaining an 
arrest record for minor 
criminal activity. .

RACISM SCORED BY ROWAN 
IN WHITE AUDIENCE TALK 


By MARGARET TARTER 

Now that the Vietnam War 
has ended, American citizens 
must begin to solve the 
nation's domestic issues, 
Carl T. Rowan, syndicated 
columnist for more than 200 
American. newspapers, told 
an audience of 360 people in 
the gymnasium of the 
Columbus School for Girls, 
Sunday evening. Rowan's 
appearance marked 
beginning of the school's 
week-long observance of its 
75th anniversary. 

The most dominant issues, 
said Rowan, are racism, 
prison reform, unemployment 
and drugs. 

“Racism is .a far more 
venemous factor in America 
now~than-in-the-days-when 
the Kerner Commission 
issued its report which said 
into~ two 
societies, one black and one 
white,” said Rowan. 

“Our prisons bulge with 
1,600,000 prisoners who are 
becoming increasingly 
bitter,” he said, because of 
the lack of rehabilitation 
programs or prison -retorms: 
Reform schools for juvenile 
offenders, he added, are also 


“haphazard and under- 
staffed.” 
mess,” Rowan said, “that 35 


to 40 per cent of America’s 
blacks are unemployed. 

The average black family 
today is living on less than 60 
per.cent.of the income of the 
average white family,” ‘he 
added. “Suppose somebody 


took $8,000 out of your 
income,” he told the 
predominantly white 


audience, and asked them to 
imagine how their lives would 
be living on a smaller income 
and having to do without the 
things they now take for 
granted. 

“That is what the average 
black family faces today,”” he 
said. 

“So, the next time someone 
tells you, ‘lim not against 
integration, | just don't want 
all those black children in my 
school--they’re culturally 
deprived.’ remember, black 
children’s culture is in the 
pockets of those depriving 


them of -that $8,000," said 
Rowan. 
Drugs, Rowan — said, 


“continue to enslave minds 
and bodies.”.He noted that 
drug-related deaths in New 
York last-year exceeded New 
York's loss of men in 
Vietnam. 

However, said Rowan, “I'm 
not.one who speaks solely in 
terms of doom and despair.” 

An example of racial unity 
for him, said Rowan, was a 
plane trip he took ‘to the 
Superbowl. On the plane

“You couldn't 
find- a~more -united~ people 
than on that plane,” he said, 
“because everybody wanted 
the Redskins to win. | looked 
at that plane and thought, 
‘this is what America could 
be.’ " If unity like this existed 
in..commerce, _ industry, 
education, and journalism, 
said Rowan, perhaps thee 
would be fewer racial 
problems. 

Rowan urged the audience 
to follow the examples of 


Presidents Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
Johnson, whom he 


characterized as having 
taken an active stance on 
civil rights. 

“Harry Truman had the 
guts to stand before America 
and say, ‘this is what you 
need to be free,’" said 
Rowan, adding that although 
1948, being an election year, 
was a “perilous” time for Tru- 
man politically, he insisted on 
federal protection for blacks 
inthe south against tynching, 
the establishment of fair 
housing laws, and the en- 
forcement of voting rights 
laws. 

Although Eisenhower 
“didn’t know any blacks 
whom he’ would consider his 
social and intellectually 
equal,"’ said Rowan, he 
forced Governor Orville 
Faubus to integrate the 
schools in Little Rock, 
Arkansas in 1958. 

Kennedy, said Rowan, 
ordered the integration of the 
U.S. Coast Guard's marching 
band when they performed at 
his inauguration when he 
noticed “not one black face” 
its members.

However, Rowan pointed out, 
Kennedy “didn't have enough 


muscle” to enforce other civil . 


rights legislation. 

The late President 
Johnson, Rowan said, is 
responsible for the passage 
of the Voting Rights and 
Public Accommodations 
Acts. “Because of this,” said 
Rowan, “a, black family in 
Mississippi _can stop at a 
Ramada Inn or a Holiday 
Inn,” instead of spending the 


night in their car, as was 
done in the past. 
Many blacks thought 


President Johnson. was a 
racist because he came from 
Texas, said Rowan. 

Rowan said he would never 
forget the day when Presi- 
dent. Johnson said to him, 
“You don't Know me very 
well, but you'll find I'm more 
liberal than some of these so- 
called liberals you've been 
talking to.” 

“Years later,” said Rowan, 
“when the country’s mood 
turned ugly and most liberals 
tan for cover, LBJ remained 
true to his word. It didn't 
surprise me in the least that 
he stood before Congress 
and said ‘we shall overcome.’ 


Rowan told the audience 
unless they took the resonsi- 
bility for solving the nation’s 
problems, “‘we can ail 
prepare ourslevs for a society 
that is certainly short of 
paradise.” 

He warned them against 
falling prey to the “Horatio 
Alger syndrome-the inclina- 
tion of all of us who think 
we've made it, due to our own

OSU’s Mike White Seeks To 


Improve Black Students Life

coesuanes -- iTo many 


students at Ohio ‘State, the 
Undergraduate ~« Student 
Government (USG) is a 
remote body which does not 
appear to meet their daily 
problems at the university. 
Black students, in particular, 
have enough difficulty sur- 
viving in this new, alien at- 
mosphere to concern them- 
selves with legislation passed 
by any student or faculty 
body. 

Student government will 
probably always have dif- 
ficulty communicating its 
concerns and contributions 
to the student body, but 
current USG president Mike 
White of Cleveland, is making 
a concerted effort to involve 
Students, and to effect as 
much —change. as is 
reasonably possible in his 
year of office. 

In an effort to make univer- 
sity services more equitable 
to both students and faculty, 
White recently proposed a 
five per cent discount. for 
everyone on all books. at 
university bookstores, which 
will go into effect this fall. 

Though threatened with 
lawsuits by two bookstores, 
Whites does not foresee any 
major problems, noting that 
this has been undertaken at 
other schools, where lawsuits 
failed. 

Ride-Along and Feed the 
Fuzz are two USG programs 
designed to improve relations 
between students and police. 
Ride-Along enables students 
to accompany university-area 
police in their patrol cars, 
while Feed the Fuzz invites 
police to dine in dormitories. 
White hopes that ‘this ex- 
posure will cause both 
students and police to: be 
more sensitive to the 
problems of the other. 

A community organization 
designed to oeal with such 


"problems is the University 


Area Commission (UAC), of 
which White was formerly a 
member. He resigned his ap- 
pointive. position last summer 
out_of protest to the manner 
in which Mayor Tom’ Moody 
responded to black demands 
for more equitable treatment 
by city police: 

“Columbus has a long 
history of police brutality, and 
it seemed rampant in the 
black community in Colum- 
bus last summer. It is im- 
possible that everyone could 
be lying concerning in- 
stances of brutality," White 
said. 

“What’s more, the mayor 
has shown no committment 
in terms of programming in 
his administration. There has 
been a lot of lip service, but I 
have.seen nothing to warrant 
a great black voter turnout in 
his behalf for re-election. He 
can in no way expect such a 
tumout for himself.” 

White criticized the UAG 
for not realizing the poten- 
tials of its power. In order to 
be effective, he said, they 
must-have subpoena power.

Then they could effectively 
deal with such problems as 
ack of adequate recreational 
facilities in the city, and the 
Violation” of restraining or- 
dinances by businesses. 

An imbalance of power is 
similarly a problem for White 
at Ohio State. Though he 
would ‘like to effect as much 
change as possible for 
students at the university, he 
faces the obstacles of other 
student governments and a 
seemingly hostile Student 
Assembly. 

“t have advocated the 
takeover of all student gov- 
emments by USG. This would 
put the interests of students 
at a greater height, where 
money can be centralized, 
and large programs, as. the 
could: be “ex- 
panded." White said. 

“Everyone has. been 
fighting for power, but if they 


were brought together they 
would have more clout in 
dealing with the mayor, 
president of Ohio State, and 
others." 

One group which has par- 
ticularly resisted some of 
White's proposals has been 
the Student Assembly. 

“The Assembly has been 
very hostile to black 


_programs,..and_.has_.stymied. 


them for the most part. They 
seem overtly hostile to 
blacks," White said. 

One major proposal which 
the minority affairs area of 


~USG has been working on 


has been the establishment 
of a Black Cultural Center, 
which would house a theater, 
classrooms for Black Studies 
courses, and offices for coun- 
sellors. By inviting black ar- 
tists, it would provide black 
students an opportunity ‘to 
meet other blacks who have 
succeeded in the arts, and 
who could offer advice and 
encouragement., 

The Center would be open 
to the entire black com. 
munity, and make yet another 
effort to involve all blacks in 
the educational opportunities 
offered at Ohio State. 

White is concerned about 
the problems which blacks 
face at the university. Since it 
is such a cultural shock for 
many black students, he feels 
that it is important that they 
be given the proper advice

“Inadequate and ineffective 
as they were, H.U.D. 
subsidies represented the 
only means of coping with 
overcrowded and deteriorat- 
ing housing conditions faced 
by many blacks and other 
minorities,” Barnes 
continued.

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Senior Citizens Find Jobs

“We're starving for 
people," says Julian Marcus, 
succinctly describing the 
situation at the Senior 
Citizens Placement Center, 
where jobs are more plentiful 
than applicants.-- 

“We feel there are 15,000 
people that need..our .help, 
but we can't reach them," he 
Says. 

Who are these people? 
Anyone 55 or over who would 
like to work either part time 
to supplement a retirement 
income or full time. 

The Center opened last 
September to assist senior 
citizens who need or want 
work. .Located conveniently 
at 880 E. Broad; it- is ‘non 
profit ‘and charges no fees. 

Those who have applied 
have often had a-choice of 
two or three jobs in their area 
of interest, according to Mar- 
cus, the executive director. 

Frank Matthews, who is 70, 
chose a position as doorman 
at the Bexley House apart- 
ments, after considering two 
other jobs. He had been 
doing the same type of work 
in another part of the city, but 
wanted to find a job more 
convenient to his home. 

“| think the Placement 
Center is doing a wonderful 
job," he says. 

Mrs. Audrey Downey, 56, 


found a part-time job doing 
office work for the United 
Church Women through the 
Center. She is pleased with 
the hours, four days per week 
from 10 a.m, to 3 p.m. 

“Not too many places want 
part time people,” she says. 

When an older person’ 


_ wants a part. time position, 


the barriers are even greater. 

“When they look at your 
age," Mrs. Downey says, 
“they don't say they're 
discriminating but © they 
always have a good excuse.” 

Marcus, the 70-year-old 
executive director of the Cen- 
ter, feels that although many 
employees._won't. hire older 
people, there are enough 
who will. Many employers are 
beginning to realize that 
older people are more depen- 
dable and conscientious, he

Marcus spends much of his 
time contacting firms to seek 
positions for applicants. 
Working with him are a 
secretary, the only paid per- 
son at the Center, and six 
volunteer interviewers, who 
are all retired. Funded by the 
Columbus... Foundation,..the 
Center is open from 9 a.m. to 
1 p.m, ‘ 

People who come in are 
asked what they have done, 
what they would like to do 
and what they would like to 
earn. Many have successfully 
moved into jobs that are com- 
pletely different from what 
they had done before. 

Once the*job needs and 
desires are identified, the em- 
ployer is called and an ap- 
pointment is made, Further 
arrangements, including 
references, are between the 
employer and applicant. 

Taking a quick glance 
through. the card file of 
available jobs, one sees such 
diverse items as a motel 
clerk, a carpenter, a clerical 
position, a part time job with 
a stamp ‘and printing com- 
pany and a job delivering 
mail at an insurance com- 
pany. . 

Marcus notes that an ap- 
plicant was recently placed at

1872 who played with New 
Castie, Pennsylvania, until 
1887. It was the time when 
baseball men set in an un- 
written Negro policy about 
barring him from playing | 
major \éague baseball with 
whites. 

During the period, Moses 
Fleetwood Walker became 
the first Negro who played in 
the major leagues. He played 
with the’ Toledo ‘club of the 
old American Association 
League, then rated as a rival 
to the National League. 

In the” East ™ there» was 
another Negro from Newark; 
New Jersey named George 
Stovey. He,,was all set to 

become the fifst Negro inthe 
National League, .in 1887, 
when Adrian Constantine 
(Cap) Anson, who was a 
bigot, raised a loud objection. 
Therefore, with the exception 
of a few minor league teams 
where Negroes - were --ac- 
cepted through 1903, the 
“Big Bar” was up. This was 
considered the lost era, 
‘which tasted until - Branch 
Rickey, general manager of 
the old Brooklyn Dodgers 
made his move in 1946. 

Just what baseball meant 
to the race was best 
described by Edwin Bancroft 
Henderson in his book, “The 
Negro in Sports” (Associated 
Publishers Inc., Washington, 
D.C.) 

He wrote, “Negro players 
took.to baseball with the vim 
they had shown for boxing 
for the best part of the cen- 
tury. The great feats by Negro 
baseball players ought to 
have been recorded and 
reserved.

greatest of Negro players 
came. They were true major 
leaguers, except for their 


color. Just a thin skin, or lack 
of a messiah, stood between, 
them and recognition. is 
how close they were, yet ;

In this great era, there was) 
Andrew. (Rube) Foster, a! 
round, friendly faced, bass-| 
voiced giant who. was’ first a) 
great pitcher, next a superb 
manager, and finally an out-: 
Standing administrator. It was; 
he -who lost the most by the’ 
Jim Crow bar, for it was he 
who-hiad the most to offer. | 

Foster was big, in every| 
way. As a pitcher, he was big: 
enough to win 51 of 55 games 
he pitched against major and, 


exhibitions. He was the man. 
New York. manager John 
McGraw engaged briefly as a 
pitching coach, after failing 
in his efforts to sign him as a: 
hurler. Among Foster's pupils 
was Christy Mathewson, one 
of'the three or four best pit- 
chers in major league history. 

Foster formed the LeLand 
Giants after major league 
clubs. In 1907, the club was 
entered in the otherwise all 
white Chicago City.League. It 
became so good that Frank 
LeLand, the backer, agitafed 
for a game featuring the 
Giants versus all-stars from 
the rest of the league. 
Chicago sport writers took up 
teland’s cry, and the game 
was-arranged. It was played 
at the old White Sox Park, 
‘99th 
Chicago. Ps 


Fans overfiowed the park, 


paying 50 cents for box seats 
and 25 cents for grabstand 
seats. It was the first game of 
its kind in Chicago history, 
the Letand- Giants, All-Star: 
exhibition was brilliantly 
played on both sides. The 
Giants scored a run early and 
held onto the slim load for 
dear life. Foster, mixing his 
stuff beautifully, faced only 
one crucial moment, that in 
the seventh inning when the 
All-Stars loaded the bases af- 
ter two were out. The Giants 
won the game 1-0. Foster's 
Stature grew and his pitching 
feats became legendary. He 
was the greatest pitcher of 
his. time. 

Later other great Negro 
players came on the horizon 
like Josh Gibson, now in 
baseball! hall of fame along 
with Buck Leonard at 
Cooperstown, New York. 

lt was a great era, but it 
should not be forgotten by 
the Negroes of today in the 


“major leagues. The Negro

Edmonds Is Subject 
Of Ph.D. Dissertation 


* GRAMBLING, La. (Special) 
-- Sheppard Randolph 
Edmonds. considered the 
founder and dean of Black 
Educational Theatre in 
America. is the subject of a 
Ph. D. dissertation by a 
Grambling College professor. 

Dr. Allen Williams, head of 
the department of speech and 
drama_at -Grambling, wrote 
about Edmonds’ contribu- 
tions to theatre as part of the 
requirements for the Ph. D. at 
Indiana University. 


A member of the speech 
and drama staff at Grambling 
since 1959 and head of the 
department for two years 
before taking a two-year 
leave for graduate study. 


Williams = only the third 
Black to receive the 
doctorate in theatre and 


drama at Indiana University. 

Dr. Williams’ study deals 
with Edmonds’ activities from 
the beginning of his 
professional career in 1926 to 
the present day. including his 
life as a teacher. director. 
writer, organizer and active 
participant in educational 
theatre organizations. 

For 43 years Edmonds was 
a teacher and director of 
drama. and the pioneer 
organizer of Black high 
school and college dramatic 
associations. He began his 
career as a college teacher in 
1926 at Morgan College in 
Bahimore. 

In 1935 while teaching at 
Dillard University in New 
Orleans, 
established the first depart- 
ment of drama in a Black uni-

department at Florida A & M 
University from 1947 to 1969. 
Now 72. years of .age.and 
retired, Edmonds lives in 
Lawrenceville, Va. 

Edmonds is a_ prolific 
writer,having written 48 
plays, several. published in 
three books, and about 45 
articles and essays. Because 
of his vision and diligence, 
Edmonds. has been the 
recipient of many awards and 
his colleagues have honored 
him with the title “Dean of 
Black Educational Theatre.” 

Or. Williams felt he was 
fortunate in being able to visit 
with and interview Edmonds, 
as well as make use of his 
valuable library collection on 
black theatre, Williams. said 
Edmonds has one of the 
largest private collections of 
books by and about black 
educators that he has ever 
seen.

it was just one month ago that this 
nation.was thrust into.a solemn state of 
mourning over the passing of Harry Ss. 


_ Truman, its 33rd President, It was in the 


Jan. 6 CALL& POST that this column 
paid tribute to the man who was the 
first President since Lincoln to strongly 
speak out for civil rights. 

Now, jist 19 days later, it is 
“incredibte, that another great President. 
who had so much in common with 
Truman, is being laid to rest at this 
writing. Lyndon Baines Johnson, the 
36th President of the United States, 
expired Monday, Jan, 22, at the age of 
64. Although it was generally known 
that he had been suffering for sometime 
from a chronic heart condition, his 


no group of 
was more deeply hurt than the black 
populace. Their sorrow and heartaches 
are understandable, tor it can be said 
without fear of contradiction, that no 
other President had the courage to do 
_what Johnson did to bring this country 
in line with its commitment:to justice 
and equality of all-citizens. 

Because LBJ was a southerner, and 
because as a Congressman and later as 
a Senator he had never demonstrated 
any concerrr for-civit rights, most black 
people feared that civil rights programs 
initiated by President Kennedy would 
be stymied under Johnson when he 
became.President ..upon.__the 
assassination of JFK. 

it wasn't until President Johnson 
delivered his historical civil rights 
speech during the Selma, Ala., voter 
registration drive, led "by Or. Martin Ly 
_King_uJr.,in_the--spring of 1965, that 
black people had a sudden change of 
heart toward the man who was bred, 
born and reared in the slave state of 
Texas. 

This. writer,.whowas_in Selma to 
cover the tense uprising in which racist 
Dallas County Sheriff James Clark

Dr. King, vividly recalls listening to 
LBJ’s “Great Society" speech while 
driving from Selma to Montgomery that 
unforgettable night. 

John Fraime, my white associate who 
was then the news director of WTVN, a 


When the doctor looked ‘at me and 
told me that | had London Flu and that !

| really went home with the intentions 
of staying in about one day. After allme, 
never sick a day in my life and now to 
let London Flu keep me in for three 
days? ' 

Well, not only did it keep me in for 
three days, but it kept me down and out 
for five days. = —— 

Half of sickness exists in the mind, so 
once you are overcome with some kind 
of ailment, the best course to pursue is 
to work with your mind. | mean keeping 
yourself in the best frame of mind 
during the pains, fever and whatever. 

So after getting a shot and my 
instructions from my doctor, | decided 
to go home with enthusiasm about 
staying home for three days. 

Now there is nothing wrong with 
staying home theae days, but | don't 
exactly relish the idea of staying home 
three days in bed, And to further 
complicate my. situation, my activities 
were restricted to-a-limited area within 
my household (bedroom and 
bathroom), and the bedroom was 
abandoned and left alone to me and my 
London Flu. 

Sizing up my situation now three 
days with a bedroom and bathroom ail 
by myself, | guess that made me just 
about as happy as George Allen going 
to the locker room at half time trailing 
14 to nothing in the Superbow! game. 

Ot course, one with the mind that ! 

Have which yearns for good reading 
time, this rest period was just made to 
order. That didn't work either. | think 
the first day | managed to get through 
the daily paper. From then-or it was 
just a listless period of existing. 

After five days of just merely existing, 
| am finally discovering that | am still 
alive. | don't really know what | did for’ 


Tatt Radio Broadcasting outlet in 
Columbus, tried to evaluate LBJ's.great 
civil rights speech as we drove along 
the desolate highway trom Seima to 
Montgomery. We both marveled at the 
tone of sincerity of the President as he 
spoke of his experience with poor 
children while teaching school in his 
hometown. 

When he said, in effect, that he had 
made a commitment to himself to end 
hunger and racial discrimination if he 
was ever in a position to do so and that 
now as President "I'm going to strive to 
tultill that commitment,” he converted 
this writer and millfons of other non- 
believing blacks. 

From that day until his untimely death _ 
on Jan, 22, black Americans regarded 
Lyndon Baines Johnson as the greatest 
of all Presidents. The Voting Rights Act 
of 1965, which he sponsored and 
guided through the Congress, was 4 
sparkling landmark that will stand like a 
beacon of his. memories for years to 
come, For it was through this act that 
black people of the south were given 
the political tool to hew their way into 
the mainstream of a society which had 
kept them in a virtual state of servitude 
and despair for more than three 
centuries. 

Just before he ‘left office in 1968, 

President Johnson, at a reception in his 
honor, sponsored by blacks, 
commented on the Voting Rights- Act, 
thusly: 
__ “It’s begun to elect a lot of people 
where it counts, in places where people 
used to come in and take off their hats 
and bow and. stoop, and where they 
now come in with their chests out and 
mark. their ballots.” — 

_He reiterated this observation and 
discussed civil rights in general during 
a Civil Rights Symposium .at LBJ 
Library in Austin, Texas, on Dec. 11. 

It is for the reasons cited here, and 
many more, that black Americans were 
saddened and 86 deeply hurt by the” 
passing of a man who used his 
influence as President to correct so 
many elements of injustices imposed 
upon them bya hypocritical society. 

We join the millions ‘of other 
Americans, both black and white, 
saying peace to his ashes, repose to his 
soul.

The Problems Of 


Berkley G. Burrell, president ot The 
National Business League, has mad 
some very pertinent observations 
relative to the problems of Negro 
businesses. 

Mr. Burrell has been the most active 
president thé League has ever had and,. 
he is a keen student of economics. 
Therefore, when he says something, he 
should be listened to. 

Mr. Burrell says, the main concern of 
Negro business is manpower. In other 
words, there are more resources and 
opportunities available to Negroes than 
there is manpower to take advantage of 
them, © 

Here is how Mr. Burrell states. the 
problem: 

“am trying hard to be optimistic 
about this. coming year or even the next 
decade, as far as the state of Black 
business in the United States. | do not, 
however, see a tremendous change in 
the situation from this past year on an 
overall basis. There willbe undoubtedly 
some progress made in specific areas 
that will not, for the most part 
significantly. improve the total state of 
Black business enterprise and 
development, 

“In spite of this lack of optimism. the 
opportunity does exist to make this a 
reasonably good year. This opportunity 
must be seized by Black businessmen’ 


~and—the-—Black..community in the 


effective utilization -of all resources 
currently within our reach with careful 
planning and unity. 

“The--National_Business. League is 
embarking on the task of developing 
the manpower rather than the 
resources. We just do not have the 
manpower to take advantage of the 
opportunities and the resources already 
identified. The missing key element is 
the specific business knowledge and 
thé specific . practices peculiar to 
business and industry. The minority 
market, according to’all indicators, is 
expanding .more rapidly than the 
general market, However, Blacks are 
not™getting their fair -share of this 
expansion. The- reason. isthe lack of 
trained manpower. 

“The NBL is working also toward the 
goal of uniting all of the various trade 
and professional. - associations 
concerned with Black business 
enterprise and the- total Black 
community into an influential national 
force with the’ NBL’s Néw Thrust” 


—Program. The projected result willbe a 


minority multi-trade and professional 
association. 

“I have been saying for some time 
now, that Blacks must develop @ 
master plan with total participation ot 
all Black people involved in the 
development of profitable business 
enterprise for Blacks. We are doing a 
Tat of things, BUT in my opinion; we are « 
not doing the essential things. One of 
these, as a part of a master plan should 
be the direct training of Blacks to be 
successful business operators, That is 
training to develop a business with the 
additional skills to run it. 


“We have had rapid recent growth of 
Biack enterprise since the mid-sixties. 
However, the real increase is 
negligible for the total number of 
Black businesses with one or more 
employees, and with gross receipts 
above $100,000 annually. This is based 


ae 
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streets—ot-our_countryare_in_ 
turmoil. The universities are filted-with 
students rebelling and rioting. Com- 
munists are seeking to destroy our 
country. Russia is threatening us with 
her might and the Republic is in 
danger. Yes, danger from within and 
without.

No Sir, these are not the words of 
President Nixon nor of any of today’s 
more articulate politicians.

on the observation thai for every new 
business opening, another is closing. 
This is particularly true with the’ 
businesses opening within thetast aix-» 
to eight years. It is startling to jearn that 
out @f about 322,000 minority-owned 
businesses, only 163,000 are Black, and 
of that number, only 38,000 have paid 
employees. These figures have not 
changed possibly since 1969. 

“Despite all of the Federal funds 
granted for the purpose of Black 
business development, there is very 
little to show for these dollars. Maybe it 
is too early to-evaluate the effect ot 
increased funding and greater concern 
fer—Black business enterprise and 
development. 

“Inthe final analysis, Black 
enterprise is no different from white 
enterprise if profit is the motive. | have 
reference to the quality of work and the 
man-hour output in this nation. Uniess 
everyone becomes keenly aware of the 
vital ‘importance of productivity, this 
nation..will not. solve its inflation 
problem, nor will we significantly 
improve the overall situation of Black 
business and increase our economic 
contributions and. returns.” 

It is significant that in his 
observations, Mr, Burrell mentioned 
how little there is in results to show for 
the many dollars “the tederal 
government has made available: 

Tne tocat point -of -Mr. Burrell's 
observations is,.that you can't emake 
successful businessmen overnight. 

Cleveland is typical of the other 
Urban-centers -in the-nation,.Although. 
there are several government and 
private agencies operating in Cleveland 
for the benefit of Negro businesses, the 
number. of failures far outweigh the 


The one thing to me, that has been 
overlooked in. all of these bootstrap 
operation programs, is that apprentice- 
ship in business is just as important 
and necessary as apprenticeships are | 
in any “trade or—-profession: This. 
apparently is a price Negroes don't 
want to pay. But, if they want to be 
successful, they will have to. 

The Negro cannot afford to be left out 
of the business picture: It has” been; 
estimated by Federal Reserve officials 
that we spend $40 billion a year for all.- 
the things we want and need. 

This is too much spending power not 
to be more intelligently controlled than 
+t is-No other-racial group spends that 
much money and have as little to show 
for it. - 

The Negro must. become 2&4 
businessman if the race is ever to lift 
itself out of poverty and off the 
unemployment rolls. President Richard 
M. Nixon in his inaugural address, gave 
some words of warning that all of us 
should heed: He said: “I. offer no 
promise of a purely government 
solution for every problem. We have 
lived too long with that false promise. 
In trusting too much to government, we 
have asked of it more than it can 
deliver." Further on he said: “In our 
own lives, let each of us ask not just 
what will government do for me, but 
what can | do for myself?” 

If | read these words correctly, from 
now on, Negroés are going to have .to 
do more for themselves. And business 
is the one area where we can expect 
less help than in any other.

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.__.1&_there_hope?_|think so, 
if -we-can only realize that we are 
living in a world in which everything is 
changing and relative; that programs,

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Vengeance Or Rehabilitation? 


The American Propensity for dealing 
with real problems by manipulating 
Symbols and creating the illusion that 
Something is being done when in fact 
no changes are taking placg 4s best 
Seen in our approach to crime. 

A pertect example of this is New York 
State, which seems intent on aban- 
doning its reputation for progressive 
reform. The State is now considering 
drastic proposals to make drug dealing 
punishable by mandatory life im- 
prisonment 

This Would give people the iljusioh 
that-the drug problem is being handled 
firmly while actualy ignoring the basic 
Situation. The prospect of mandatory 
life terms with no Shance for probation 
or for plea bargaining — pleading guilty 
to a lesser charge -- only increases the 
probability of violence, since the of- 
fender has nothing to lose by trying to 
shoot his way out-of arrest: 

Past experience has proved too, that 
_Stiff penalties only result in the reluc- 
tance of juries to convict, so that a jury 
which would bring in a guilty verdict 
resulting in a five or ten-year term, will 
more often acquit if the penalty’is a 
mandatory life term. Since the courts 
are clogged amyway. and prosecutors 
will prefer quick verdicts rather than 
drawn-out trials, many drug dealers will 
simply be booked on lesser charges to 
begin with. 

And if the mandatory life sentence is 
adopted and enforced, a tremendous 
Prison-building program will have to be 
adopted. These prisons will be jammed 
with desperate men who know they can 
never be released. 

'f such vengeance results in less, 
drug-use and lower crime rates it might 
have more supporters, but it is ex- 
tremely. doubtful that any reduction 
could be expected. We've been through 
the result.is always.the 
same. Big dealers remain untouched by 
the law and part-time users and 
Pushers are locked up. 

And since courts are more likely to 
convict blacks and cther minorities, we 
Can..expect the full force —of -this 
vengeful attitude to be brought to bear 
on the poor and the black; while others” 
evade it. —

The notion or concept of a Black 
nation in these contemporary times 
must be-seriously considered as an 
alternative to integration. Integration as 
a major objective of the black liberation 
struggle has catastrophically failed, 
The history of the black experience in 
America has ample empirical evidence 
to substantiate that integration is not a 
sound pursuit of black people in the 
US 


| know that the moment we suggest 
the necessity of a separate black nation 
it arouses fear and contusion among 
some: anger and hostility among 
others. Even those who are emotionally 
identified with black nationhood are not 
articulating much clarity about such an 
ideoloagy 


There needs to be historical 
understanding of Black Nationalism in 
this country and a knowledge of all the 
varieties of black nationalism. In every 
aspect of the black experience in the 
U.S., Black Nationalism has had its 
influence upon black thinkers and 


with offenses against society is to lock 


People up instead of rehabilitating 
them. 
Yet rehabilitation has rarely been 


tried. | recently had the inspiring ex- 
penence visiting a Youth Achievement 
Center run by the New York Urban 
League. This center provides training 
and services tor youthful offenders who 
are enrolled in it on probation as an 
alternative to going to jail, where the 
only training they'd get is training to 
become professional criminals.

Earlier this month a black man, mad- 
dened by his experience with racism, 
killed several people in New Orleans. 
White people have in the past also 
gone beserk and sniped at innocent 
bystanders, and nobody. ever.made-any 
generalization about all whites from 
such incidents. Yet Louisiana 
authorities immediately charged there 
is a nation-wide ‘black terrorist 
organization behind this tragedy. 

We still don't know how many people 
were involved or what the exact cir- 
cumstances were, but no evidence has 
been produced to prove an organized 
conspiracy.

Such 
statements make a bad situation worse 
and incite anti-black feelings by 
providing a cover of respectability. 
They wind up weakening the law, in- 
stead of strengthening it.

It is no longer the imitation of our 
white oppressor. but the development 
of a community to the belief that 
nothing is more sacred than the 
liberation of black people and to the 
task of building a nation out of. the 
devastating conditions of our ghetto 
life. It'will no longer be a “ghetto” but a 
nation.

During -the meeting, CPB's 
| board of directors presented 
a tentative list of national pro- 
gram series for next fall to its 
Advisory Committee and 
“Black Journal” was not on 
the list. - 

Henry Loomis, president of 
CPB, “said he wants to 
explore ‘additional points- of 
view’ about what kind of 
black programs CPB should 
present,” said the article, 
“and that he had heard com- 
plaints about ‘Black Journal’ 
from some black leaders. He 
did not elaborate.” 

The article quoted Tony 
Brown, executive producer ot 
“Black Journal” as saying 
‘that Loomis’ claim of black 
dissatistaction With the. pro- 
gram was ‘a lie.’ Loomis 
‘can't name a single name,’ 
said Brown. ‘Sure, there 
might be blacks who don't 
like the show. There was a 
black supporting George 
Wallace: You'can find-Italians 
who don’t like the Pope.’ 

“Thomas 8B. Curtis, chair- 
man™ ofthe board of CPB, 
reached in St. Louis, said...he 
could understand why some 
black. leaders. might find the 
Program objectionable," the. 
article continued. 

“Some of them feel that 
certain programs are helping 
to create a real segregation 
in our society—separating the 
blacks from the rest,’ said 
Curtis in the article. 

The National Friends of 
Black Journal, a black group 
which contributes time and 
money to furthering -black 
television programming in 
general and “Black Journal” 
in particular, said in their 
Statement released on Dec. 
18, that the main issue behind 
the cancellation threat is not 
integration or separation, but 
black contro! over black tele- 
vision programs. 

“Whether ‘Black Journal’ is 
cancelled or not depends on 
whether the protest is loud 
enough this time,” the state- 
ment reads In part. “But the 
real question to be answered 
is when will white people 
stop dictating our needs to us 
and when will our voices 
raised in unison be enough to 
bury the Loomises and 
Curtises and replace them 
with well-meaning, committed 
spokesmen in positions. of 
authority, and when will white 
people in Public TV give us 
something back for our tax 
dollars besides insults?" 

One of the stiffest protests 
“against” the program's 
threatened cancellation came 
from Rep. William Clay 
(Dem.-Mo.), who chaired the 
Congressional Black Caucus 
hearings on the media last 
March. 

Rep, Clay wrote a letter to

Loomis and charged: “The 
famifications and ultimate 
impact of the threat to oblite- 
rate ‘Black Journal’ is 
obvious--white Americans 
have histori... y used the air- 
ways and frequencies on 
which radio and television 
Stations operate as their per- 
sonal fiefdoms, rather than as 
public property. 

“Although this usage is 
contrary "to Congressional 
intent," 
a factor, somehow preventing 
white communications execu- 
tives from distinguishing 
between the public good and 
their own provincial con- 
cerns. 

“in short,” Clay said, “this 

single program has elevated 
television content to 4 level 
that is free of black carica- 
ture, distortion, and inferiori- 
ty, and to many whites, this 
definition is unacceptable.” 
* California's Democratic 
Rep. Ron Dellums also 
voiced* his concern. “In the 
years that ‘Black Journal’ has 
been on the air," he said, “it 
has clearly established -a 
record of tradition of excel- 
lence, ‘linking not only ‘the 
Black and other Third World 
communities together on a 
national..scale, but it has 
done more to inform and edu- 
cate the rest of the. nation 
with respect to the struggle 
that oppressed people in 
America are engaged than in 
any-other single: program in 
the history of television,” 

Protest over the possible 
cancellation ‘came immed- 
jately from the National 
Urbah League’s James D, 
Williams, who first alerted the 
public to the program's possi- 
ble cancellation. As a 
member.of the Advisory Com- 
mittee_of. National..Organiza- 
tions, Williams was earlier 
presented with-a-tist-of-CPB- 
approved programs for the 
1973-74 season. Williams per- 
sonally. protested the 
omission of “Black Journal" 
during a heated discussion 
with Loomis. 

During “its five :years™ on 
television, “Black Journal” 
has received several awards 
for outstanding television 
Programming. Among them is 
an “Emmy” (1970) from the 
National Academy for Televi- 
sion Arts-and Sciences, and a 
Russwurm Award (1970) from 
the National Newspaper Pub- 
lisher's Association. 

Included in “Black Journ- 
al's” list of “television firsts" 
are: 

*The first extensive TV 
interview with the Honorable 
Elijah Muhammad of the 
Nation of Islam; 

*The first nationally tele- 
vised ‘interview with Angela 
Davis following her acquittal; 

*The first “unprecedented” 
gathering of leading Black 
spokesmen -- Muhammad, 
Rev. Ralph David Abernathy, 
Rep. Charles Diggs, Rev. 
Albert Cleage, and Imamu 
Amiri Baraka among them--in 
a live, 90 minute special 
entitled “Is It Too Late,” in 
which viewers could phone 
the studio and participate in 
the discussion. 

A study conducted by 
Sigma Research, incor- 
_Porated for the government 
agency which funds public 
television, CPB, found “Black 


Journal” has “a’ sizeable 
audience in the black com- 
munity" throughout the 


nation, as well as a large per- 
centage of white viewers.

their present conditions, and 
to illuminate

“The teacher is a planner, a 
facilitator, a guide, a 
manager, an evaluator,” said 
Dr. James Tanner, assistant 
superintendent, Cleveland 
Public Schools, in his 
keynote address at the staff 
development workshop held 
recently at the Columbus 
Education Center. 270 E. 
State St. The event was spon- 
sored by the Education 
Development Facility, 
Columbus Public. Schools,.a 
Model Cities component. 

Or. Tanner, who is a 
recognized specialist in 
Urban. Education policies. 
Curriculum and Program 
Development and teacher 
Preparation, emphasized his 
commitment to the centrality 
of the teacher “in the 
education process. 

His remarks were directed 

“to members of the staff and 
faculty of Monroe and 
Franklin” Jr. High Schools, 
who attended the day-long 
workshop whose thematic 
interest was on “It Starts With 
the Teacher.” 


“A varying number 
functionaries are involved in 
the instructional processes,” 
stated Tanner. “Among these 


of 


the most crucial group 
consists of the teachers, who 
regardiess of the organiza- 
tional pattern of a particular 
school, bear the major 
responsibility for facilitating 
and directing children's 
learning activities.” 

Tanner said schools are 
now being asked to solve a 
number of social problems, 
such as drug abuse, which 
the schools neither initiate or 
perpetuate. 

“But | have never heard of 
a teacher selling narcotics or 
advocating their use,” Tanner 
pointed out. “We must, 
however, consider it a mark 
of confidence that the 
schools are looked..upon-as 
being able to solve this ever- 
growing and acute problem.” 

During the Saturday 
conference, Tanner stressed 
that the teacher must be 
serious student -of human 
growth and development and 
that he is expected to have a 
scholarly attitude towards his 
subject matter. 


“The successful teacher 
sees teaching not so much as 
a pouring out or putting in of 
facts, concepts, skills, and 
values,” said Tanner. “But as 
a continuous opening of new 


possibilities for knowledge 
and skill development.” 

Tanner pointed out that the 
role of the teacher’ involved 
setting the stage for pupil 
confrontation with evolving 
reality. “The teacher must be 
able to guide his pupils in 
acquiring the increasingly 
acute discernment necessary 
to recognize problems, 
personal and social,” Tanner 
said. 

In directing his remarks to 
emphasize the instructional 
role and responsibility of the 
teacher, Dr. Tanner's address 
was recognized as being in 
accord with the new move- 
ment to improve teacher 


status and. to put the teacher — 


back into the classroom as 
an inducer of learning. 

The afternoon session was 
composed of two mini-work- 
shops, a question and answer 
period. and an evaluation 
period, with emphasis on 
“The What and How of 
Motivation.” 

The workshop was one in a

The 
AYA-O is rectifying that by 
establishing youth caucuses 
in the community, which 
means that the youth caucus 
will consist not only of uni- 
versity students, but non-uni- 
versity young people as well, 

“The whole ‘blackness 
thing’ has played out. It's no 
longer fashionable to be in- 
volved in whatever's black. 
Before, it was hip; now it 
isn't," Kambon stated. 

Delegates left the meeting 
expressing positive reactions 
and firm commitments. to 
execute thé task before them. 
Vernon Johnson, of Akron 
University, said that there 
were a multitude of great 
ideas espoused at the con- 
vention. “It's too bad there 
weren't more representatives, 
but the Brothers and Sisters 
here are really concerned. 
This organization can really 
be beneficial to: black youth 
in Ohio,” he said. .

Conference, declared that “it 
was no accident that the 
Prophet came out of the 
black church The black 
church is the center point of 
the community of suffering in 
this: nation.” = 

According to the speaker, 
the white ..church in the 
United States is a “church of 
civic= religion:...—1t.-is—the . 
legitimatizer of the pofitical 
climate-in-this-country." 

Rev. Vivian said that this is 
truly. the Martin Luther King 
Era: In this connection he 
asked several- questions, all 
of which was answered by 
saying, “Or. King.” 

“Who made us human 
enough to indict our nation 
for its inhumanity?” 

“Who made us admit that 
we are living in a sick, 


society?” 


“Who took us from petty 
personal concerns to cosmic 
consciousness?" 

“Who gave us the methods 
and means of struggle so that 
we could live and. keep. our 
integrity intact?” 

The dynamic speaker said 

that black people are called 
to reconciliation by refusing 
to_bow tothe “institutionally 
structured system of racism 
in America.” 
_ A most spirited discussion 
took place after the address 
by a panel of three other 
Speakers to the convocation 
and the Shaw dean. ~ 


The three other speakers 
were Dr. John Compton, 
Cincinnati, the Bible Study 
leader for the convocation;

They may be black, women, 
poor whites, Chicanos, etc 


to Dr. 
“niggerazation™ 
took place for blacks during 
slavery. 

He explained that the 
Struggle that is going on in 
this “Age of the New Nigger" 
is not an attempt to bring 
about the mastery of one race 
over another, but a battle to 
overthrow all forces’ that 
bring..about the control of 
one group over another. 

The primary job of blacks is 
to change the “perspective of 
our social order” asserted the 
Shaw... president, who_is_a 
United Church of Christ 
minister serving a Baptist 
educational institution. 

Or, Hargraves’ thesis that 
this is the “Age of the New 
Nigger” complimented the 
thesis that this is the “Martin 
Luther King Era” that was so_ 
well documented in the 
address delivered by Rev. 
Vivian. 

Or. Hargraves, asserting 
that the Christian Church has 
the best opportunity of any 
institution of the “establish- 
ment” to bring about the 
solution of many of our 
Problems including race, said 
if it does not accept this role, 
some other group will. “And 
that might not be so good,” 
he added.
